Under Ibis ordinance, if the qu«il 
ahould cpmo around us, ns thick as they wore 
onco around tba Israelites, wo could not'sboot 
and broil a singlo ono, at any timo between 
tbo fint of February and the first Tuesday 
of October. A fut buck mijjbt walk through 
East Water street, on any day between tha 
first dny of February and tho firat day of 
August, and no one, however much he might 
ralish a good venison steak, would bo allow- 
od lo atop him. If a friond from tho country 
ahould acnd in a bracts of partridges or prai- 
rie-hens out of season, no citizen could ac- 
cept them, however icatonable ha might 
deem them for hia tublu.

cnlon, and nourish nnd sustain lifo, instead 
of destroying it, like rum I Those at Milita- 
ry Ilrtll admitted tbo objects of Temperance 
men to bo correct, and woro only anxious to 
preserve personal liberty inviolate'.

may appoint a ponton to sell, at some specified 
place, liquors for Mechanical, Medical nnd 
Sacramejntai purposes j such person io give n 
bond in tba penal sum of SCOO, conditioned 
for tha.faitbful .performance of hia*. duties.— 
No other parsons can coll at all. Liquors arc to 
be seized on the oath of three persons that 
they are .concealed . for purposes of sale con- 
trary .to law, and are to be destroyed,'unlesa 
tho parson having them . !ii "possession^ can 
show that they are regularly imported accord- 
ing to the laws of, the United States, and 
are contained in the original pncknges. Vio- 
lations of tbe Jaw aid- punished by fine and 
imprisonment; tho defendant ia allowed to 
appeal, by giving bond to pay all costa, fines; 
&c.,. awarded against ..him, in the higher 
Court, and' no. person, engaged in the unlnw< 
ful truffle, can be on jury in any case arising 
under the law.

THE PEOPLB OF FRANCE — M. Gaillardot 


in his correspondence with the Courier des 
Etuts Unit, speaks as follows of the French 
masses ••

" Tho people are not sufficiently enlighten- 


ed in Franco, to form a rational estimate of 
social and political questions. It is governed 
solely by instinct, and addicts itself to men 
rather than to things. To reach its percep- 
tions, and' to iiupiru it with antipathy, or sym- 
pathy, ideas must become incarnate. They 
must take the shape of a man. This popular 
instinct, especially in tho province*, is favor- 
able to Louis Napoleon. It was the peasants 
who almost spontaneously pitched upon the 
project of nominating him for tho Presidency, 
while ho was still in London. They have 
seen in the namo of Bonaparte assurances of 
order against the Reds, and of equality against 
tho Whites. They consider Louis Nap:leon, 
therefore, as a being of their own creation, 
their gppcial work, and they repose a blind 
confidence in him accordingly. To. sustain 
him in uvory ouiorf-ency, thuy bring into .ac-
